Taxi driver rescues elderly man - wife dies in fire

A taxi driver has been praised for 
his bravery for rescuing a man 
whose elderly wife died in a blaze on 
Saturday evening. 

The man, whose identity remains 
a mystery, is believed to have been 
picking up a neighbour in Fir Tree 
Close, Epsom Downs,when he spot¬ 
ted the fire in the ground floor of 
the detached house at about 8.15pm. 

Risking his own life, the driver is 
reported to have broken into the 
building and brought out David 
Bond. 

A woman who lives in Fir Tree 


Close described the taxi driver as a 
“bit of a hero” and an ambulance 
spokesman thanked the taxi driver 
for his brave actions. 

A firefighter at Banstead fire sta¬ 
tion said: “He’s probably saved the 
life of that man. It was obviously a 
brave thing to do. It is not some¬ 
thing we suggest, but you do what 
you have to do.” 

Devastated neighbours have paid 
tribute to Mr Bond’s “lovely” wife 
who died in the fire. Firemen wear¬ 
ing breathing apparatus managed 
to get her out of the burning build¬ 
ing and tried to resuscitate her. 

But despite their best efforts the 
woman, named locally as Patricia, 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Her husband was taken to Epsom 


Hospital for treatment for burns 
and smoke inhalation. 

Neighbours paid tribute to Mrs 
Bond who was bedbound and sleep¬ 
ing in the living room where the fire 
started. She had lived in the road for 
about 30 years with her husband 
who owns property in the area and 
is currently with their grown-up 
children. 

One neighbour said: “We were in 
here and the next thing we knew 
fire engines had turned up. It’s a 
very tragic accident and a loving 
couple no more. 

“She was a lovely lady and we 
have known them a long time. A 
tragic way to go. We are all upset.” 

Another said: “It’s an awful way to 
die. It’s sad. I think when they got in 


she was already overcome by the 
smoke.” 

A man who lives nearby described 
Mr Bond as a “nice chap” who had 
been out less and less in recent 
years. 

He said: “It’s a tragedy, it’s a sad 
loss.” 

Jeffrey Ah, owner of Le Raj in Fir 
Tree Road, who went to help after 
hearing about the fire, said: “The 
entire road was blocked with ambu¬ 
lances, fire trucks and police cars. 
Everyone got there reahy quickly. 

“A cab driver actually tried to 
break into the house as the fire 
erupted to save the people inside.” 

The fire service refused to con¬ 
firm rumours the fire may have 
been started by a cigarette.

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PRISON SERVICES: The Chief Inspector of Prisons calls for urgent debate on policy

The Chief Inspector of Pris¬ 
ons has called for a frank de¬ 
bate about whether Britain 
wants to continue putting 
more and more people be¬ 
hind bars and the impact of 
doing this, without providing 
extra money, staff and facili¬ 
ties, on rehabilitation and 
re-offending. 

Over the past year, Nick 
Hardwick - who reports di¬ 
rectly to Justice Secretary 
Chris Grayling - has been 
searingly vocal in highlight¬ 
ing deteriorating conditions 
inside Britain’s prisons. 

Appointed in July 2010, he 
previously chaired the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Complaints 
Commission and worked in 
the voluntary sector for a 
number of years with young 
offenders, the homeless and 
refugees. 

In a wide-ranging interview 
with the Epsom Guardian, 
which has reported exten¬ 
sively on concerns regarding 
the prison service - mainly 
relating to Banstead’s High 
Down prison near where Mr 
Hardwick grew up - he urged 
the Government to stop try¬ 
ing to dictate everything from 
Whitehall and give more 
power back to governors over 
their own prisons. 

He says the value of prison 
officers having the time to 
mentor inmates should not 
be underestimated, and that 
a discussion needs to be had 
as to whether the cost of 
“locking up so many people” 
is really achieving what 
society wants. 

He says: “There needs to be, 
as with other public services, 
a proper public debate about 
the cost of locking up so 
many people. 

“How does that fit within 
the list of national priorities 
when money is tight and is 
that money well-spent? 

“Does it get the results we 
want in terms of cutting of¬ 
fending and rehabilitation? 

“I would want to have a dis¬ 
cussion about how much that 
all costs and not assume that 
somehow the prison service 
can keep expanding.” 

Upon his appointment, 
Mr Grayling said he did not 
intend to cut the number of 
prison places, but would be 
cutting the cost of prison - a 
“getting more for less” phi¬ 
losophy he aimed to bring to 
his new department, along 
with a “rehabilitation revolu¬ 
tion” within the criminal jus¬ 
tice system. 

Last June, many already- 
full prisons across the coun¬ 
try were told to increase their 
operational capacity to take

service weakened because of 
the lack of experience on top 
of all the other pressures. 

He says: “A few people have 
come back, but on the whole 
they are recruiting new 
staff. 

“So the issue is, they have 
lost a disproportionate amo¬ 
unt of mature, experienced 
staff and replaced them with 
younger, less experienced 
staff.” 

He says the security of a 
prison depends on the rela¬ 
tionships between officers 
and prisoners and the author¬ 
ity required to deal with 
inmates takes time to develop. 

Mr Grayling’s reforms aim 
to make time in jail more 
meaningful by making 
prisoners engage with the 
system. 

Tightening up of prison

regimes has included the 
axing of “free association” 
hours and the introduction of 
an incentives and earned 
privileges scheme. 

Mr Hardwick says he does 
not disagree with this, but 
“trying to specify in detail 
how that will work in a com¬ 
mon system in every prison 
from the centre” does not 
work. 

He accepts that prisons will 
not be near the top of the po¬ 
litical agenda during the 
forthcoming election, but be¬ 
lieves people should take a 
hard look at what is happen¬ 
ing there. 

He says: “If prisons are a 
reflection of a society, I think 
if people saw that reflection 
clearly, they would be pretty 
uncomfortable with what it 
showed.” 


in more offenders. 

At the time, Mr Grayling 
said he was making “no apol¬ 
ogy that we are sending more 
criminals to prison” because 
“that’s what the public want”. 

But Mr Hardwick says the 
rapidly growing prison popu¬ 
lation, which now stands at 
85,000, is putting huge pres¬ 
sure on the system. 

“Quite apart from what it 
does to the individuals who 
are in prison, it’s a legitimate 
question to ask - how are we 
going to pay for it and how 
much do we want to pay 
for it? 

“Over the last year or so, 
the prison system has been 
under a great deal of pres¬ 
sure and standards have 
slipped.” 

Mr Hardwick says the 
rising prison population, 
policy changes and staffing 
cuts have together debilitated 
the prison service. 

He says there were periods 
last year when the system 
was operating at near full 
capacity, resulting in some 
severe overcrowding, and 
staffing pressures were 
created by an overall re¬ 
duction in prison offi¬ 
cers as well as “the 
process of managing the 
changes that have been 
taking place”. 

Particularly in London 
and the south-east, he 
says prisons have found 
it difficult to recruit and 
replace staff who left as 
part of the Govern¬ 
ment’s reforms because 
of an upturn in the 


employment market provid¬ 
ing “other, better-paid 
options”. 

Mr Hardwick says: “It has 
meant real pressures and 
some establishments haven’t 
been able to cope and that is 
reflected in increasing levels 
of violence, particularly in 
adult male prisons, and in¬ 
creasing levels of suicides in 
prison.” 

He has been highly critical 
of the increase in prison sui¬ 
cides - 82 in 2014, the highest 
level in seven years accord¬ 
ing to new figures from the 
Howard League for Penal 
Reform. 

He says in the case of vul¬ 
nerable or alienated prison¬ 
ers, “the pressure the system 
is under limits the capacity to 
manage these people and that 
has been a factor in the 
increases”. 

The Chief Inspector of Pris¬ 
ons says things have started 
to improve over the past few 
months with some new ac¬ 
commodation and staff, al¬ 
though this improvement has 

been “patchy”. 

He said: “The population 
rose higher than they 
expected and more staff 
left than they expected 
and they got some of 
their sums wrong. 
“And so now they 
have had to play 
catch-up.”

Enough extra applications 
for primary school places 
were received in Surrey to 
fill a whole new school this 
year. 

More than 13,600 applica¬ 
tions for places were submit¬ 
ted by last week’s closing 
date, compared with about 
13,140 a year ago, early analy¬ 
sis of admissions figures 
revealed. 

This came after a record 
number of applications were 
submitted for secondary 
school places in September. 

Since 2012, more than 8,500 
school places were created, 
but there is a £215m funding 
gap for the 13,000 places need¬ 
ed in the next five years. 

Linda Kemeny, Surrey 
County Council cabinet 
member for schools and 
learning, said: “These figures 
show the continued strain 
being put on education in a 
Surrey at a time when many 
of our schools are already 
full to bursting. 

“We need to find 13,000 
extra places in our primaries 
and secondaries in the 
next five years to meet un¬ 
precedented demand, but 
without adequate funding 
we’ll no longer be able to 
guarantee every pupil will 
get one.”

Land last used as school playing 
fields 25 years ago could finally 
become a housing estate, if per¬ 
mission is granted to build 180 
homes there. 

The proposed development, in¬ 
cluding 25 per cent affordable 
housing, would be built on the 
De Burgh School site, in Chet- 
wode Road, Tadworth, near 
Burgh Heath. 

Surrey County Council has 
reapplied for outline planning 
permission and plans to sell off 
the land to help fund the regen¬ 
eration of the area. 

Revised plans submitted last 
month include fewer terraced 
homes, lower buildings by the 
heath, increased parking provi¬ 
sions and a different access point 
into Chetwode Road. 

Christian Holliday, principal 
planning consultant at Alliance 
Planning, said they anticipate 
these plans will go before the 
planning committee in the next 
few months. 

Councillor Bob Harper, who 
represents Tattenhams on the 
borough council, said the first 
set of plans were not in keeping

with the area and were sent back 
to the county council for 
revision. 

Among suggested changes, he 
said they asked for the style and 
layout of buildings to be 
changed, for ponds to be re¬ 
moved and for access points to 
be moved. 

Mr Harper said: “Even though 
it’s open space, the land is not 
used for anything at the mo¬ 
ment. There’s quite a lot of peo¬ 
ple penned up in rather old flats 
there and it might open up more 
choices there. 


“It’s to hopefully bring the 
whole area up. It’s been left be¬ 
hind badly.” 

Work has already started on a 
multi-million pound leisure cen¬ 
tre nearby, and a developer has 
been given planning permission 
for 130 homes in Merland Rise. 

The De Burgh School planning 
application was first received by 
Reigate and Banstead Council in 
2013. 

Brian Yates, the deputy for 
Tadworth planning matters on 
Tadworth and Walton Residents’ 
Association, said he scrutinised 
the plans back in 2007, but a col¬ 
league now works on the matter. 

Mr Yates said: “It’s been rolling 
through for about five or six 
years. I never felt I was against it 
because the land needed some 
form of development. 

“There are a lot of areas over 
there that are in need of uplift¬ 
ing. As long as it is designed sen¬ 
sibly then I would not be against 
it.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “Surrey County Council is 
reinvesting in facilities for the 
community and environmental 
improvements. This will feature 
a leisure centre that includes a 
25m swimming pool, a 60-station 
gym and sports hall and a youth 
skills centre.”

Men dressed in World War I 
uniforms stood proudly on 
parade on Saturday, recreating 
Lord Kitchener’s famous in¬ 
spection on Epsom Downs a 
hundred years ago. 

Scores of re-enactors, along 
with army cadets and re¬ 
servists, marched from Ewell to 
the racecourse on the Downs. 

On January 22, 1915, Lord 
Kitchener inspected 20,000 
volunteers during blizzard 
conditions, which were so 
bad that one man died of 
hypothermia. 


Despite the huge force on pa¬ 
rade, only 100 of them were 
equipped with rifles. 

Many were to die within 
months in the trenches in 
France and Belgium. 

On Saturday, the marchers 
passed through Epsom and up 
to the Derby Arms.

A £60,000 reward is now on offer 
as police hunt for a dangerous 
armed robber who “booted” 
the pregnant daughter of a 
multimillionaire. 

The man in a balaclava pointed 
a shotgun at the wife and daugh¬ 
ters of entrepreneur Robert Stiff 
at their mansion that backs on 
to Kingswood Golf Club in 
November. 

Police said new leads have 
come in after last week’s Crime- 
watch reconstruction of the 
women being kicked, tied up and 
forced to hand over their jew¬ 
ellery and watches. 

A man seen at Kingswood sta¬ 
tion on the evening of the attack 
on November 12 has been identi¬ 
fied and eliminated from the 
enquiry. 

Victims Chloe and Katie Stiff, 
both in their 20s, run a fashion 
boutique, called RBYG, in 
Banstead High Street. 

Their mother Catherine Stiff 
told the camera that she was ter¬ 
rified that Katie, who was six 
months pregnant, might lose her 
baby. The intruder entered while 
they were watching TV. 

Mrs Stiff said: “When he put 
the gun to my cheek, I remember 
straining my eyes looking at it 
as he’s telling us to get up. I just 
felt everything drain from me, 
thinking he could kill me or 
worse kill them.”

The gunman forced them to 
walk upstairs, open a safe and lie 
face down on the floor. 

Mrs Stiff lied and told the rob¬ 
ber her husband was coming 
back soon and he replied: “I’ll 
shoot him first. If I find anymore 
jewellery, I’ll kill you.” 

After being kicked and tied up, 
Chloe Stiff said: “I felt like he 
could hear my heart beating. I 
felt like my body was moving off 
the ground from where my heart 
was just beating so fast.” 

Police believe the gunman es¬ 
caped through the golf club 
grounds after the attack at 
about 5.40pm on Wednesday, 


November 12. 

A £60,000 reward is now being 
offered for information that leads 
to his arrest and conviction.

• THE VIRGIN INVESTOR: So, 

you have a few spare pennies in 
the Bank and the rate of return is 
not much better than investing 
your money under your mattress.

Then the 
BTL market is probably not the 
best thing for you.

• PURCHASING THE RIGHT 
PROPERTY: Try to do as much 
research on what rents fast, to 
what kind of tenant and also 
the need for property in the area. 
It is no use buying a property 
that will not rent in the two 
weeks of advertising, so take as 
much advice from letting agents 
locally as to what the market is 


doing locally and what is the 
most sought after property to 
rent. 

• LOCATION, LOCATION, 
LOCATION: Location is a 
massive part of having the 
correct formula when investing 
in a buy to let. As we are not 
blessed with an underground 
system to talk about in the 
suburbs you must take a look at 
the proximity of the property to 
a train station and ideally one of 
the Stations that has fast links 
into London. Of course you may 
have to pay a bit more to get the 
best location, but you tend to 
find you then get the best rent 
and the property is easier to 
rent. A common question is what 
size property should I buy? The 
best answer is what sort of 
money do you have to spend and 
are you looking to buy one or two 
properties or put all your 
money into one project? A one 
bed flat rents easy, but also a

It insures 
the tenant against non-payment 
of rent comes with full eviction 
and legal expense cover and is in 
my job the best thing since 
sliced bread. Actually, it is 
better than sliced bread. Some 
agents do not use rent 
guarantee and it's difficult to 
know why. Yes it costs, but for 
the price of the policy against 
not having it all - would you 
drive your car without insurance? 
Your car costs less than your 
rental investment, ensure it is 
insured.
